Talk 
of 
1932 is constant, talk of girding 
for further warfare, keen prepar­ 
ation for the work that an oppo­ 
sition party tries to do when out 
of power.

The head and shoulders of the 
organization, of course, Is Govern­ 
or Roosevelt of New York, with 
form er Governor Al Smith at his 
side. 
The effort now is to wipe 
out the $1,500,000 deficit, 
but 
.th e re are those who think it is a 
/ 
rare piece of fortune 
that 
the 
■ 
democrats have a deficit to talk 
A ;>bcut and keep them In fighting 
v mood. 
Control of the party is still in 
th e hands of friends 
of Former 
Governor Smith. 
The forth com­ 
ing retirem ent of Representative 
Box of Texas as minority whip In 
an effort to produce harmony is 
significant of the 
trend. 
The 
first purpose will be to erase the 
deficit and then it may be expect­ 
ed th a t the friends of Mr. Smith 
will retain their control of party 
machinery until the convention of 
1132. At the moment the expecta­ 
tion is that the mantle of leader­ 
ship may fall on Governor Roose- 
vent himself, though, to be sure, 
he must fsce the New York voters 
again in 1930 and there are other 
democrats who may 
come 
Into 
prominence by that time. 
So far as party control is eon 
cerned. Mr. Smith’s speech appeal 
Ing for funds Is designed to keep 
toeetb^ t ' r ’•♦any „ minion* 
of 
voters %ho east their ballots for 
the democratic 
nominee. 
The 
shifting of a few popular 
votes 
next time, it Is 
reasoned, 
might 
alter the whole electoral vote. 
Nor Is there any feeling of com­ 
placency in the republican ranks. 
The victorious party Is even this 
early looking to its fences in the 
hope of keeping the party organi­ 
sation in the precincts intact for 
/ 1932. If the last campaign was the 
most expensive, it begins to look 
v 
as lf the interim between 
1928 
and 1932 will be relatively more 
expensive 
than 
preceding 
four 
year periods. 
The conviction Is growing that 
much money can be saved during 
campaigns lf the proper prepara­ 
tion is made. 
Until 
now 
cam­ 
paigns haven't begun even after 
the nominations have been made 
but only after speeches of accept­ 
ance have been delivered. 
The republicans will know long 
before 1932 whether Mr. Hoover 
Is to be their nominee for re-elec­ 
tion. 
The Democrats, therefore, 
will endeavor to perfect their or­ 
ganization similarly 
before 
the 
conventions are held. 
Again, 
it 
may be remarked, 
the 
defeated 
party seems to think the presiden­ 
cy well worth going after and ie 
starting four years in advance.

ic ting with a committee from the 
board consisting of Regents Julius 
Beal of 
Ann Arbor, 
William L. 
Clemens of Bay City aud Walter 
Sawyer of Hillsdale. 
The regents also suspended all 
ictivlties dealing with organization 
if the ’ university college” which 
woe to be started next fall as on* 
of President Little’s educational re­ 
forms. 
This move also was made 
at the president's request, pending 
selection of his successor. 
In asking to be relieved of his 
duties at the university June I or 
sooner, Dr. Little requested that 
educational innovations of which 
he has been originator and which 
have caused much division of opin­ 
ion on the campus, be dropped un­ 
less the regents and his successor 
could give them whole hearted sup­ 
port. 
Dr. Little included 
among 
his 
wB 'T *’' for wishing to terminate 
bis connection with the institution, 
disagreement with the regents on 
"the Interests of private donors, po­ 
litical interests, ‘local interests' and 
alumnae interests.” 
He 
thanked 
members of the governing board 
for their “great kindness to me per­ 
sonally at all times." 
Introduced New Methods. 
Since coming to tho university 
In tho fall of 1925, Preeldent Little 
has throughout his administration 
been a storm center. 
His frank 
statements upon controversial sub­ 
jects have brought severe criticism 
and 
strong 
commendation. 
He 
hardly had arrived in Ann Arbor 
before 
published 
interviews 
in 
which he favored 
birth 
control 
brought censure from the Michigan 
league of Catholic Women. 
He repeatedly has attacked vari­ 
ous organized religions ae being 
hypocritical and also has assailed 
the Daughters of 
the 
American 
Revolution and other patriotic or­ 
ganisations as un-American. 
Several recognized advance steps 
in educational methods were intro­ 
duced during his administration, In­ 
cluding a new method of selecting 
students which considers fitness of 
the applicant for admission to the 
university as a future citizen as 
well as ability to learn academic 
subjects. He brought about the es­ 
tablishment of freshman week to 
better acquaint new students with 
the institution and attempted to 
foster closer relations with alumni 
by arousing their interest iu new 
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Catholic clergymen of the upper 
peninsula huve been notified of the j

(Continued on Page Two.I 
Senate Approves West 
as Interior Secretary 


Washington. Jan. 21 — (ZP) — 
Roy O. West of Chicago was con­ 
firmed today by the senate 
as 
secretary of the interior by 
an 
overwhelming 
vote after 
throe 
days of discussion of his 
nomin­ 
ation In secret session. 
The vote was reported as 54 to 
27, but there were many conflict­ 
ing reports on the actual number 
of ballots received by West, tho 
range being between 52 and 55. 
Only a majority was necessary. 
Republican independents 
who 
opposed the nominee because 
of 
his previous connections with the 
Samuel Insull power utility 
In­ 
terests made u determined 
last 
minute effort to have 
the pro­ 
ceedings, including the 
roll call 
and the committee reports made 
public. They failed by close votes 
Senators Deneen and 
Glenn, 
Republicans of Illinois, who con­ 
ducted the case for West before 
the senate, closed the 
argument 
today after senators 
Blaine of 
Wisconsin and Nye of North Da­ 
kota had m ade another assault. 
Appointed 
last 
August 
by 
President 
Coolidge 
to 
succeed 
Secretary Work when he became 
chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional 
committee, 
Mr. 
W est’s 
nomination 
was 
sent 
to 
the 
senate early In 
December. 
He 
appeared 
a t open 
hearings 
be­ 
fore th a senate lands 
committee 


and received a vote of 9 to 4 foi 
confirmation there. 
Several Democrats joined with 
the Republican majority 
In the 
vote for 
confirmation. 
Senator 
Deneen recalled the testimony of 
West before the lands committee 
that the nominee had 
sold 
Ii ie 
investments ta the Insull 
com­ 
panies at the time he was 
ap­ 
pointed to the cabinet. He 
said 
that over a period 
of twenty-six 
years West had 
invested 
about 
$67,000 in the Insull stocks, that 
were sold for about $118,000, 
The final

en provoked another of the rows 
tho senate 
frequently 
Indulges 
in whenever contested 
executive 
nominations are to be considered, 
hut tho two-thirds necessary 
to 
break the practice of secrecy

Passengers on Round-the- 
World Cruise Spend 
Time in Hotel

ty men and women idled away the 
hours today at a hotel in Nassau, 
Bahama Islands, waiting for their 
ship to be freed from a coral reef 
so they could continue their Jour­ 
ney part or all the way around 
the world.

An SOS call sent out at the 
time of the grounding brought aid 
from

America, which left New York the 
same day as the President Gar­ 
field and which was 
200 
miles 
away. 
The Pan America lay alongside 
In smooth water and passengers 
wore transferred with 
all 
their 
baggage in life boats. 
The officers and crew 
of 
150 
stayed aboard the President Gar 
field us the Pan America steamed 
away to Nassau with tho passen­ 
gers, who 
were 
lodged 
at 
the 
Colonial hotel 
as 
guests 
of the 
Dollar Line. 
A salvage tug reached the scene 
today and found 
th** 
President 
Garfield was still fast but appar­ 
ently unharmed. 
After examination 
it 
was re­ 
ported to the Mn** offices here that 
the ship probably would float oft 
the reef of Its own accord as soon 
is she could be lightened. 
It was 
believed that with this done the 
ship would slide into deep water. 
pick up its waiting passengers and 
continue around the world.

A ccording to C. J. 8. Thom pson, 
th e first au th en tic record of the 
use of cinchona in the trea tm e n t 
of disease was its application to 
th e wife of the fourth count of 
Chinchon in Lima In 1638.

en part in the 4-H club program 
carried

peninsula.” Mr. Rood stated yes­ 
terday. 
"These boys 
and girls 
participated in some ten different 
club projects, each 
club 
group 
consisting of from five to 25 mem­ 
bers, and have been under the di­ 
rect supervision of a local club 
leader who voluntarily carried on 
the activities of this club group. 
"The county organization is in 
charge of the county club agent in 
Iron and Gogebic counties, and In 
the other counties under the di­ 
rection of the county agricultural 
agents.

On recommendation of President 
Little, the board of regents last 
spring voted to establish next fall 
the “university college,” in which 
all students would be enrolled their 
first two years of college.

opportunity to investigate th e vari­ 
ous professional fields before m ak­ 
ing final selection of 
their 
life 
work. 
In his letter of resignation 
Dr. Little referred to it, requesting 
th a t it be not established unless 
assured of a fair trial. 
His 
letter of resignation, sent 
Saturday to individual regents, fol­ 
lows: 
“For some tim e 
two 
things 
have become increasingly appar­ 
ent: 
“First, that my 
methods 
of 
handling situations dealing with 
the interests of private donors, 
political 
interests, 
‘local inter­ 
ests’ and alum nae interests a re 
uot consistent with policies which 
the board of regents deem wise. 
“Second, th a t I shall, I hope, 
be more effective in scientific re­ 
search and teaching than in ad­ 
ministration. 
T therefore request th a t my 
resignation be accepted to take 
effect Septem ber I. 1929, and th a t 
I be given a leave of absence 
from June 20. 1929, to August 31. 
1929, or before that lf the re­ 
gents desire it. 
“ I further ask two things: 
“First, that th e university col­ 
lege be established only if the 
board of regents Is whole-heart­ 
edly in favor of the principle and 
if it is approved by the deans, or 
if my successor Is definitely in 
favor of It and will personally 
sponsor it. 
Only in these ways 
can it have a fair chance of suc­ 
cess. 
It would seem needlessly 
hard on the students to launch 
it under circum stances likely to 
doom it to failure. 
“Second, th a t the present leg­ 
islative 
program be 
placed in 
charge of the dean of adm inistra­ 
tion acting for the president and 
a committee of regents. 
“ I hope that the regents will 
agree with me in the absence of 
personal feeling and will realize 
that I wish to acknowledge their 
great kindness to me personally 
at all times. 
“Tho chief assets possessed by 
any executive are the ingrained 
principles which activate his pol­ 
icies. 
These, right or w'rong. 
necessitate the above course of 
action in spite of g reat personal 
regret on my part th a t such is 
the case. 
“Sincerely yours. 
“C. C. L ITTLE.”

They outnum ber the un­ 
married women by several hun­ 
dred thousand.

restaurant from 7 to 9:30 in the 
morning, count th e number of

and

It is true, of course, that many 
unmarried women 
breakfast 
In 
their rooms 
or 
flats,

thing 
which bachelors either refuse to 
do or are unable to do.
